teTWc have only had time to sketch 
over the President's message. The first 
impression is, that it is a remarkably Ju- 
dicious document for the President. The 
reader will not learn any more of the 
purposes of the Executive than he knew 
before, as far as Federal power and State 
rights are concerned. 

He scribbles about republicanism, State 
rights and all that, but he does not mean 
anything particularly. 

The President rather contends that 
States must fix who shall vote. The con 
solidationists can accept that provided the 
right ot representation in Congress and 
other State rights are in the hands of the 
Federal Oovernment. You may decide 
who shall vote, but if you do not allow 
the negro to vote, you can't have a repre- 
sentation in Congress. The President, in 
that case, will retain his military gov- 
ernors, and enforce what he or Congress 
may enact by standing armies. 

You, as States, may ratify the Constitu 
tional amendment; it is your right to do 
so; but if you do not, you must have 
martial law, and you can't have the writ 
of habeas corpus. The President holds 
and his party support him that the States 
have no power that the Federal Gov- 
ernment is bound to respect, which it 
can not override. That same party al 
ways did hold that Congress had unlim- 
ited power over Territories, and they now 
claim the same power over States. The 
Federal Government is with them sove- 
reign and unlimited; its necessities are 
the paramount law, and Congress and 
the President are the Judges of these ne- 
cessities. It is a mere mockery to scrib- 
ble about rights, when there is, in fact, an 
unlimited power at Washington to over- 
We rule them. 

It was once understood, and it was oon- 
firin.tl by the practices of generations, 
that this.Federal Government was a char- 
tered institution, with no powers not 
granted, and that no necessity could give

A uniform rate of drayagc is a subject 
which has been of great interest to the 
merchants for some time past.
